Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  forward  herewith  the  annual  report  for  the 
calendar  year  1913  of  the  Port  Health  Officer,  Rangoon. 

2.  The  report  has  been  printed  in  full  for  publication  for  the  first  time,  in 
accordance  with  the  orders  contained  in  your  unofficial  note  No.  {227 — 3Z.-2, 
dated  the  9th  January  1914. 

3.  A  reference  is  invited  to  paragraph  36  of  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Sanitary  Administration  of  Burma  for  the  year  1912.  From  the  statements  there 
made  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  'incoming  vessels  during  1913  (1,227) 
somewhat  exceeded  that  of  the  two  previous  years,  which  were  respectively 
1,210  and  1,108.  The  number  arriving  in  quarantine  during  the  year  reviewed 
in  this  report,  viz.,  17,  shows  a  marked  decrease  on  the  figures  for  1912  (31)  and 
a  still  greater  fall  from  those  of  1911  (92). 

4.  The  cases  of  infectious  disease  detected  on  board  incoming  vessels  (state¬ 
ment  No.  V)  was  9  against  15  in  1912.  There  were,  however,  3  cases  of  plague 
against  1  in  the  previous  year. 

Two  cases  of  cholera  and  8  of  small-pox  were  removed  from  vessels  in 
port.  Four  cases  of  cholera  and  1  of  small-pox  were  reported  as  occurring  in 
riverine  craft,  against  5  of  plague,  3  of  cholera,  and  3  of  small-pox  in  1912. 

Although  the  total  of  cases  of  dangerous  infectious  disease  which  fell  to  be 
dealt  with  by  the  Port  Health  Staff  in  the  year  under  review  was  happily  small,  it 
is  obvious  that  the  Department  observes  a  valuable  function  as  a  guardian  of 
the  main  gate  of  the  Province  against  the  introduction  of  dangerous  epidemic 
diseases,  and  it  is  to  the  credit  of  officers  and  subordinates  of  the  Department 
that  the  vigilance  and  devotion  to  their  duties  which  has  stamped  the  work  of  the 
Department  in  previous  years  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  under  review 
well  up  to  the  standard  already  established. 

5.  Captain  Chuckerbutty,  although  in  charge  of  the  Department  for  only  a 
few  months  in  1913  and  1914,  performed  his  duties  with  credit,  and  I  desire  to 
record  my  appreciation  of  his  services  and  of  those  of  his  assistants  of  all  grades. 

6.  The  return  of  Dr.  F.  A.  Eoy,  the  permanent  Health  Officer,  to  his  duties 
on  6th  April  of  this  year  will  enable  roe  to  take  up  again  the  proposal  to  put  the 
temporary  Port  Health  Staff  on  a  more  permanent  basis,  and  this  subject  is  now 
receiving  my  attention. 
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7.  I  record  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Korb,  who  died  suddenly  from 
heart  failure  on  the  12th  November  1913  at  the  age  of  62.  He  has  done  ex¬ 
cellent  work  during  the  9!  years  in  which  he  has  held  the  appointment  of 
Assistant  Port  Health  Officer  in  this  port.  When  he  relieved  Captain  H.  B.  Scott, 
the  officiating  Port  Health  Officer  in  1912,  he  refused  the  offer  of  a 
second  assistant  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  his  promotion,  and  it  seems 
possible  that  he  overtaxed  his  strength,  attempting  a  task  which  was  too  heavy 
for  a  man  of  his  advanced  years  and  impaired  physique.

— General  Department  Notification  No.  22,  dated 
the  23rd  June  191 1 . 

Arrivals. — One  thousand  two  hundred  and  twenty-seven  vessels  from 
Indian  and  Foreign  infected  ports  arrived  in  this  port,  with  110,828  crew  and 
3I3>°39  passengers  (272,593  males,  23,664  females  and  16,782  children).  Vide 
Statement  No.  I. 


Declarations. — One  thousand  two  hundred  and  ten  Commanders  having  on 
board  108,735  crew  an^  300,198  passengers  (261,125  males,  22,872  females  and 
16,201  children)  sent  in  their  Declarations,  (vide  Statement  No.  I),  irrespective  of 
the  1 7  vessels  which  arrived  in  quarantine. 

(a)  Sea-going. — Seventeen  vessels  arrived  in  port  in  quarantine  with  2,093 
crew  and  12,841  passengers  (1 1,468  males,  792  females  and  581  children)  and  were 
visited  by  the  Port  Health  Staff.  Some  of  these  vessels  although  they  failed  to 
arrive  in  quarantine  were  visited.  There  were  9  cases  of  infectious  diseases  reported 
and  detected  in  vessels  during  inward  voyages,  and  necessary  sanitary  measures 
were  adopted.  The  cases  were  disposed  of  as  shown  in  Statements  Nos.  II  and 
V.  Among  the  infectious  diseases  there  were  three  plague  cases  on  board  three 
different  vessels,  “  i.e.t  S.S.  “  Egra,  “  Shahzada  ”  and  “  Coconada  ”  from 
Madras,  Calcutta  and  Coconada  Coast  ports  respectively.  Plague  measures  in 
respect  to  two  vessels  were  carried  out  at  Coconada'  and  Madras.  No  case  of 
sleeping  sickness  was  reported  or  detected.  Vaccination  of  coolies  was  in  abey¬ 
ance. 


(b)  Riverine. — Five  vessels  arrived  in  quarantine  with  1 1 7  crew  and  503  pas¬ 
sengers  (379  males,  80  females  and  44  children)  and  were  visited  by  the  Port 
Health  Staff  and  necessary  measures  were  carried  out.  The  cases  were  disposed 
of  as  in  Statements  Nos.  II  and  V. 

Port  Health  Camp. — The  camp  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  1913 
at  a  minimum  cost  in  order  to  segregate  the  passengers  of  in-coming  vessels 
infected  with  plague. 

Inspection  of  Out-going  Vessels. 


This  has  been  dealt  with  under  the  following  orders — 

(1)  General  Department  Notification  No.  322,  dated  the  7th  October  1909. 

(2)  Government  of  India  Notification  No.  2256,  dated  the  22nd  December 
1906. 

Four  hundred  and  nineteen  vessels  left  from  this  port  with  34,960  crew  and 
29,008  passengers  (24,647  males,  2,792  females  and  1,569  children)  ;  of  these 
34,960  crew  were  examined  on  two  occasions  and  1,359  were  examined  on  three 
occasions.  Six  hundred  and  seventeen  shore  inspection  passes  were  issued  to 
relatives  and  friends?of  passengers  in  special  cases  permitting  them  to  go  on 
board  until  the  issue  of  Bill  of  Health.  All  these  persons  were  inspected  and  their 
effects  disinfected  before  sailing.  Cases  of  sickness  detected  were  disposed  of  as 
per  Statements  Nos.  Ill  and  V. 

In  out-going  vessels  3  cases  of  small-pox  and  3  of  chicken-pox  were  detect¬ 
ed.  It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  no  cases  of  plague  occurred  either  among 
crew  or  passengers  during  the  outward  voyages. 
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Prevention  of  ingress  of  rats . — Thirty-five  inspections  were  made  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  that  precautions  were  being  adopted  at  the  wharves  and 
jetties  to  prevent  the  ingress  of  rats.  The  number  of  vessels  alongside  during  the 
inspections  was  164. 

Fend-off  Certificates. — Seven  vessels  bound  for  Australian  Ports  were  granted 
Fend-off  Certificates,  as  required  by  the  Australian  Government  to  the  effect 
that  due  precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  ingress  of  rats  into  vessels  when 
they  loaded  in  stream.  Prior  to  granting  the  certificates  18  visits  were  made  to 
satisfy  the  Port  Health  Officer  that  necessary  measures  were  taken. 

Necrological  Certificates . — Two  vessels  bound  for  ports  out  of  India  via 
Indian  ports,  etc., -were  granted  Necrological  Certificates. 

Disinfection  of  wearing  apparel  booked  as  cargo. — Thirty-four  consign¬ 
ments  of  wearing  apparel  booked  as  cargo  (3  for  Madras,  6  for  Straits, 
12  for  California  and  13  for  United  Kingdom)  were  sent  by  the  Chief  Collector 
of  Customs  for  inspection  and  disinfection  of  soiled  articles.  Those  for  Madras 
were  disinfected  and  those  for  ports  out  of  India  were  found  clean  and  passed 
and  certificates  granted  accordingly. 

Passengers  proceeding  to  Ports  in  India  found  sick. — During  the  year  1913, 
22  intending  passengers  of  19  steamers  for  Indian  Ports  were  stopped  from 
embarkation  by  the  Ships’  Doctors  and  Agents  and  made  over  to  the  Port  Health 
Department  on  account  of  infectious  and  other  diseases.  They  were  sent  to 
different  hospitals  for  treatment.  Diseases  for  which  passengers  were  not  allowed 
to  embark  were  small-pox  2,  chicken-pox  1,  beri-beri  2,  malarial  fever  4,  and 
other  diseases  13. 

Inspection  of  Vessels  in  Harbour. 

During  the  year  42  vessels  reported  67  cases  of  illness  on  board  as  under: — 

Cholera  2,  small-pox  8,  chicken-pox  1,  fatal  non-infectious  disease  1, 
fever  12  (1  fatal),  and  other  diseases  43.  Eight  vessels  with  a  crew  of  587,  on 
which  infectious  diseases  were  reported,  were  visited  by  the  Port  Health  Staff 
and  necessary  measures  as  required  by  the  rules  for  in-coming  vessels  were  carried 
out.  The  cases  were  disposed  of  as  per  Statements  Nos.  II  and  V. 

Diseases  among  persons  on  Foreshore  connected  with  Shipping — Ten  cases 
of  ordinary  general  diseases  were  reported  among  persons  on  shore  (1  Port 
Health  Department  employee,  8  Port  Health  Department  Policemen  and  1 
unknown  person).  These  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  Port  Health  Staff. 

Examination  of  Port  Trust  Officers  and  Employees. 

Medical  Board  for  further  service. — Five  Medical  Boards  were  held  :  of  these 
3  were  for  Pilots,  1  for  Commander  of  a  Pilot  Brig  and  1  for  a  Shipwright 
Surveyor  and  the  Board  passed  2  Pilots  and  1  Shipwright  Surveyor  as  fit  for 
service  for  another  year  ;  1  Pilot  and  1  Commander  of  a  Pilot  Brig  were 
declared  unfit  for  further  service. 

Medical  Board  for  leave  on  Medical  Certificate. — Two  Medical  Boards  were 
held  on  2  officers,  and  the  Board  granted  leave  on  medical  certificates  for  six 
months  in  each  case. 

Examination  for  physical  fitness  to  join  the  service. — Fifty-two  examinations 
were  held  on  51  Candidates  and  50  Candidates  were  passed  fit. 

Examination  for  leave  on  Medical  Certificate. — Two  hundred  and  nine 
employees  were  examined  on  786  occasions  prior  to  proceeding  on  leave  or  on 
return  from  leave.  Only  1  was  recommended  for  long  leave  and  the  remaining 
208  were  recommended  for  short  periods  of  leave,  and  on  return  were  granted  fit 
certfiicates  to  resume  their  duties. 

E xamination  of  Lighthouse  men. — Fifty-three  men  sent  by  the  Principal  Port 
Officer,  Burma,  Rangoon,  were  examined  prior  to  sending  them  to  the  Light¬ 
houses  and  Light-vessels  for  three  months,  and  50  were  passed  fit  and  3  rejected 
for  fever  and  venereal  disease,  vide  Statement  No.  IV.
